It is very evident that the Anarchists, or 
whoever it-was who stole the dynamite car- 
tridges from the Seine quarries, are endeav- 
oring to inaugurate a reign of terror in this 
city, amd to judge from the consternation 
that prevails in certain quarters it is also 
evident that they. are succeeding. It does 
not of course follow that all ithe explosions 
that have recently occurred were caused by 
these stolen Cartridges, but there is no doubt 
that the Anarchists have a large quantity of 
dynamite that the police in their raids have 
not succeeded in capturing. | 

A CAPITAL CRIME. 4 

A bill approved by President Carnot was in- 
troduced in the Chamber to-day making the 
wilful destruction of property by means of 
explosives punishable by death. There yas 
an excited feeling in the Chamber, as indeed, 
there is throughout the entire city. M. Drey- 
fus demanded of the Government to know 
what steps have been taken to prevent dyna- 
mite outrages.

DR. BICE’S BOMBSHELL. 


Star Chamber Wrongs Exposed in a Meth- 
odist Ministers’ Meeting. 

BALTIMORE, March 15.—At the regular week- 
ly meeting yesterday of the Methodist minis- 
ters Rev. N. F. Rice saiaof the relationship 
of the Bishop and Elder Toliainster: 

**‘What responsibility bas the presiding 
elder? None. Yet he is the man that is 
chosen to come between the minister and the 
bishop when there is a secret meeting. He 


stabs you and me, my brethren, in the back, 
without having the courage to come forward 
and say so, oreven the manhood to come to 
usand invite us in, so that we can defend 
ourselves like men. 

**I tell you, my brethren, tn that secret 
chamber plots are laid ang carried out toruin 
the reputation and character of the minister 
by the presiding elder, while the bishop muz- 
= by ‘Don’t you say anything about 

**There is no law in the church that allows 
the Bishop to thus mugzie the elder, but it is 
the practice that has been in vogue for years 
and is carried out to the very letter. I heard 
of a secret meeting that went on some.six 
years ago in this so nted cabinet that, 
should I expose it , would be a very 
bombshell in your midst, At that meeting 
charges were laid acainst me by a presiding 
ol and lnever heard of it untuH Saturday

ofituntil now. They did not have the moral 
courage to appeal to my manhood, but sat 
there intthat dark, secret chamber and like 
cowards hatched up the plot to stab me, 
while the Bishop sat and listened, and then 
said: ‘Don’t say anything.’ 

‘*My brethren, l ama man, if nothing else, 
Why did they not come to meas such and give 
me a chance to defend myself?’’ 

Here the question was raised that the 
speaker’s time had expired, but unanimous 
consent was given to continue, 

‘*There is only one way to do away with 
the present order of things; that is, to bring 
the Bishop and the ministers more closely to- 
gether, givethe latter a chance to defend 
themselves and allow no more cabinet se- 
cret meetings to be held.’’ 

Rev. Mr. Rice said further that he would 
like tosee equality in the appofntment of 
presiding elders. Not twoor three men of 
weaker mind and will to be controlled by two 
of stronger personality,.but’ men of equal 
ability appo!tnted to districts of equal desira- 
bility and influence, so there eould be no con- 
trolling the affairs by master minds. He 
closed by stating that unless there is some 
change in the policy of the church in regard 
to this, as wellas other things, there wouid 
come a4 revolution in the ministry. 

Some exception to Dr, Rice’s charges and 
Statements was taken, and’a motion was 
Offered to request the reporters present not 
to inciude in their accounts some of the 
terms ised. On the other hand, it was 
claimed that the words ‘‘objeeted to’’ were 
no worse than some used by Hishop Foster in 
conference, and it was finally ieft to the 
jucgment of the representatives of the press 
astownhat should be omitted orsaid. The 
discussion will be continued on Monday 
next. 

Rev. Mr. Rice was frequently interrupted 
by applause from the seventy-five ministers, 
which showed that all were in sympathy 
with him, and remarks of ‘‘That’s true,’’

A MADMAN’S CRIME. 


Walter Snyder's Pistol Laid Low Three 
Human Targets. 


A BLOODY TRAGEDY ENDED BY THE 
MANIAC’S BUICIDE. 


Thomas Downey Mortally Wounded—Ed 
Naylor and Burt Crobaugh Badly In- 
jared—Brooding Ovor Business Disap- 
pointments Caused the Act-—Conspir- 
acy to Murder Revealed. 


TirFrix, O., March 15.—Walter Snyder has 
shot Ed Naylor, Burt Crobaugh and Thomas 
Downey and killed himself, Such was the 
announcement that greeted the people of 
Tifin as they approached their places of 
business this morning. It is one of the sad- 
dest tragedies that have occurred in the city’s 
history. Walter A. Snyder, aged about 4 
years, unmarried, and one of the most popu- 
lar men in the city, had attempted the Iife of 
Edward T. Naylorand Burton W. Crobaugh, 
both members of the firm by which he was 
employed, and aiso that of Thomas W. 
Downey, a fellow clerk. That the man was 
Insane does not admit of a shadow of a 
doubt. 


For nearly fifty years the hardware estab- 
lishment of John M. Naylor has been one of 
the city’s leading houses, and Snyder, 
Crobaugh and Edward T. Naylor, the latter 
the, half-brother of the proprietor, have 
been employed as clerks for many years. 
Last week it was announced that a change 
had been made in the firm by the admission 
of Crobaugh and young Naylor, and some 
comment was made at the time that Snyder 
was not in the deal. It has since been learned 
that Spyder, though worth perhaps $20,000, 
had his money so tied up in real estate that 
he could not take an interest in the business. 
This seemed to have been perfectly satisfac- 
tory to him at the time, but later It so preyed 
upoa his mind that he became insane. 

He entered the store as usual this morning 
and found the others elready there. He 
madea pretense of desiring Crobaugh and 
Nayior to examine the contents of a box 
which he had just recejved by express, and 
when they were at his side he shot them both 
and then turned the revolver on Downey, 
who had entered to save the lives of the 
others. Crobaugh’s wound is supposed to be 
ofa fleshy nature, and tt is thought he will 
recover. Naylor was. shot twice in the back 
and side, but may recover. Downey stop 
three bullets, one in his arm, one in his side 
and thethirdin the back. His recovery is 
hot considered probab'te. 

Ali the men engaged in the tragedy stand 
hich in the community, and business in the 
city is practically suspended while hundreds 
of citizens throng the street in front of the 
stcure where the bloody work was done.

Dr. Scudder said he thought 
Mr. Dunton was suffering from apoplexy: 
lie remained unconscious until Thursday. 
His face was dark, his cheeks were cyniatic 
and his condition generally such as might 
be produced by a comDination Of morphine 
and atropine. Mr. Dunton was confined to 
his bed on the day of Mrs. Dunton’s death, 
but there was biood on the sleeveof his 
nightshirt. The witness, Knowing Mrs. Dun- 
ton’s feeble condition, was not surprised 
that death ensued from the wound, though 
he did not then know that the skuil was 
fractured. 

Hannah Johnson, a domestic tn the Dunton 
family, testified that, hearing Mrs. Dunton 
screaming, she ran up stairsand saw Dr. 
scudder strike herthree times on the head, 
her down. After injecting some- 
thing into herneck, saidthe witness, Dr. 
Scudder went out with something like a roll 
of white cloth protruding from his pocket. 
The servant aiso said that Mrs. Scudder was 
present at the time.

THE BRITISH WIFE BEATER, 


The Law Does Not Deal Harshly With a 
Man Who Kicks His Wife. 


From the London Truth. 

Michael Dwire pleaded guilty to assaulting 
his wife. He struck herthree times in the 
house, followed her into the street, Enocked 
her down and kicked her several: times, 
‘*making her black and blue ali over.’’ His 
excuse was that the woman had accused him 
of having.a wife in America. Thereupon 
Mr. Seward, J. P., observed that if the 
compiainant provoked her husband in the 
rhanner ‘alieged it was no wonder she was 
assaulted, and the charge to which 
Dwire had pleaded guilty was forthwith dis- 
missed. At Leyland last week a pork butcher 
who had thrown a plate at his wife, knocked 
her on the floor, attempted to put her head 
into the flre, chased her outintothe garden, 
and then threw her against a water butt and 
kicked her with his clogs, was sentenced to 
pay a fine of 21s. or go to prison fora month. 
A separation order was made at the same 
time, and I suppose the magistrates will say 
that if they had sent the man to 
jail without an alternative they would 
only have been depriving the wife and 
children of the means of _ subsistence, 
What, then, is the remedy? Clearly, as I 

ointed out the other day—the lash. These 

orms of brutality can only be effectually 
dealt with on the homegpathic principle. My 
attention has been called to a system sald to 
be in force in Germany, by which a man may 
be imprisoned for assault on his wife or chil- 
dren without causing the punishment to re- 
act tothe further disadvantage of his vic- 
tims. The plan consists in imprisoning him 
only on his holidays. He ts taken every 
Saturday when he leaves work and locked up 
till Monday morning, and this process is re- 
peated until he has done his ‘‘month,’’ or 
whatever the term may be.

Shall We Eat. the Ssed of the Sunflower? 


From the Washington Star. 

In return for the corn which Uncle Sam 
proposes toteach the Russians how to eat, it 
is seriously suggested that we shalladopta 
few hints from them respecting the useful- 
ness of the sunflower. There are regions in 
the West which might be most profitably 
utilized for the cultivation of this plant, 
which has been found so valuable for food 
purposes in the empire of the Ozar that 
750,000 acres in that country are annually 
planted with it. Two kinds there 
are chiefly—one which bears small seeds used 
for making oll, while the other produces big 
seeds, which are consumed in enormous 
quantities by the common people in the same 
way that peanuts are eaten here, except that 
they are devoured raw. 

There’s hardly another plant in the world 
which serves s0 many uses, every part ofit 
being valuable for one purpose or another, 
The ol) is so nutritious and agreeable in flavor 
that in Russia it has toacertain extent super- 
seded all other vegetable oils. It is obtained 
by passing the seeds beneath milletones,so as 
to crush the shells, sifting them to separate 
the Kernels and finally pressing the latter in 
bags of horsehaircloth, The cakes left after 
the oil has been expressed are excellent fod- 
der forcattle. The shells are employed for 
heating, specialovens being made to burn 
themin, while the stalks Nave almost re- 
placed firwood, being gathered and dried in 
stacks in the fields, Aton ofthe latter Is ob- 
tained from each acre cultivated. They make 
a very hot and quick fire. 

‘the seed cups are utilized as food for 
sheep. Abigcne whenripe will yield 2,000 
seeds. The largest and finest seed cups are 
selected inthe autumn and hung by their 
stalks ina dry place. In the following sprin 
the seeiis are shaken out of them and drie 
in ovens for planting. At harvest time the 
flowers are gathered as fastasthey are ripe 
and spread upon the ground to dry. Then 
the seeds are beaten out of them witha 
small stick by whipping each cup. Finally 
the seeds are dried in the sun orin Kilns and 
= sorted by means of screens into different 
s zes. 

An acre planted with sunflowers yields 
2,000 pounds of seeds, from which 250 pounds 
of oil may be obtained. Ten milijon quarts 
of this oll are produced by Russian mills, 
Who knows that the time may not yet come 
when small boysin this country will gobble 
sunflower seeds at the circus just as they now 
consume the festive and odoriferous goober?

The Only Architectural Feat the Devils

Last February, says a Melbourne paper, the 
whaling ship Star of the East was in the vi- 
cinity of the Fauikland Islands searching for 
whales.

OUR SEA CATTLE. 

A memorial to Congress from the Board 
of Trade of Port Townsend, Washington, 
alleges that the fur-seal des®roys food fish 
that are worth far more than the seal- 
skins. The latter are articles of luxury 
for the rich, while fish are among the nec- 
essaries of all classes, and probably na- 
ture’s largest bounty to the landless poor. 
The memorial therefore implores Congress 
to protect the food of the people by mak- 
ing seal-catching free to all comers, in- 
stead of protecting seal rookeries for the 
destruction of fish, for the profit of a 
monopoly and for the sake of supplying 
the wealthy with extravagantly costly 
garments. 

itis evidently the opinion of the fish 
canners on our Pacific coast that, instead 
of going to war ‘‘for the protection of seal 
life,’’ our. government should encourage 
seal-killing even tothe extent of paying 
bounties for seal scalps, if necessary to 
insure the extirpation of these destroyers 
of salmon and cod. 

While we are not prepared to indorse all 
their views on this subject, we are ready to 
maintain the proposition that our govern- 
ment has precisely the same jurisdiction 
over the fish in Behring Sea thatit has 
over the seals; that it has no more right to 
make a monopoly of seal catching than 
it has to make a monopoly. of 
fish catching, and that a war to vindicate 
our property right to all the fish caught in 
that sea would be fully as justifiable and 
as popular as a war to establish Mr. HAR- 
RISON’S theory that seals found swimming 
in Behring Sea are all whelped on our 
islands and are our branded cattle, no mat- 
ter how far from land they may be when 
caught. 

The salmon spawned in our rivers are no 
more fere nature than the seals, and are 
just as much domestic animals bred upon 
ourland. In this seal controversy as well as 
in his Chilian fiasco, Mr. HARRISON is 
making the whole country regret that 
BLAINE was not nominated at Chicago in 
1888.

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THAT there have been several lynchings 
in Missouri withina few days past does 
not indicate that the peoplé of any pari of 
the State are going back to barbarism or 
are particularly brutal or lawless.

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What's the Matter With Palmer?

The first anéwer to this question, referring 
to Senator John M. Palmer as a presidential 
candidate, is that *‘heistoo old.’’ But this 
has been clearly met by another question: 
‘*What’s the matter with Gladstone or Bis- 
marck?’’ ‘ 

Senator Palmer is not so old as either of 
these men, and is much more vigorous 
physically than either of them. For the pur- 
poses of a political campaign the Western 
veteran is the youngest old man in the coun- 
try. And yet the fact that Gen. Palmer will 
be 75 years ofageatthe time ofthe election 
and nearly 80 before the expiration of the 
next presidential term will inevitably cause 
his nomination to be received with serious 
misgivings. 

But from every other point of view what a 
splendid candidate he would make. 

His youth, like that of Lincoln, Douglas 
and sO many others of his early contem- 
poraries, was one of privation and struggle. 
Like them and with them he fought his way 
to distinction. He wasas honest as Lincoln 
and as combative as Douglas. He had 
earnest convictions and stood up for them at 
Born and bred 
a Democrat, he was separated from his 
party, like .thousands of other men to whom 
human freedom meant more than party 
fealty, by the slavery issue. He fought 
through the war as a patriot and acted 
withthe Republican party afterwards until 
its centralizing and sectional policy drove 
him back to lis firstlove.

THE WIFE'S HEIRS. 


Mrs. Linstroth’s Children Awarded the 


Estate of Her Husband. 


e : 


JUDGE DILLON DECIDES THE SUIT OVER 
THE WAGONMAKER’S MONEY. 


Linstroth’s Nephews and Nieces Cut Off, 
as ItIs Held That Mra, Linstroth Laid 
the Foundation of the Fortune—Lydia 
Bischoft Also a Beneficiary—Other 
Court News. 


Judge Dillon rendered an important opin- 
fon to-day in the Linstroth case. This 
is the action in which the heirs of the 
late Arnold Henry Linstroth of the Lin- 
stroth Wagon Co., at Eighteenth and 
Market streets, are contesting for the 
possession of the estate, which amounts to 
about $60,000. The estate has been in the pas- 
session of heirs at law of Mr. Linstroth, who 
died without making a will, and it 
is claimed by the heirs of Mrs. Lins- 
troth, who died before her. husband, 


and Lydia Bischoff, who was raised by the 
Linstroths. The claimant heirs, besides 
Lydia Bischoff, dre J. William Hicks, the son 
of Mrs. Linstroth by a former marriage, and 
the children of Herman Eicks, Geceased; 
another son or Mrs. Linstroth 
and brother of J. William  E/icks. 
The heirs of Arnold Henry Linstroth, to 
whom the property passed on his death, are 
Arnold H. Linstroth, George Linstroth and 
Caroline Sebastian, children of Frank Lins- 
troth, a brotherof Arnold Henry Linstroth. 
Judge Dillon decides in favor of Lydia 
Bischoff, and the heirs of Mrs. Linstroth. 

The estate, as set forth inthe petition in 
the case, consists of the property on which 
the Linstroth Wagon Co. was _ situated, 
which has. been condemned as a part 
of the new Union Depot site. 
The amount awarded by the commissioners 
appointed to assess the value of the property 
is $52,500, which has been paid into court. In 
addition there are seventy-three shares of 
stock in the Linstroth Wagon Oo., 
valued at $100 a share, and notes 
ageregating $1,897.94. This places the estate 
at $61,684.94. There are some small incum- 
brances, which are partly offset by accu- 
mulated interest, which leaves the value of 
the estate in the neighburhood of $60,000. 
The hearing of the case occupied severa 
days and developed a very interesting his- 
tory, which was published in the Post- 
DISPATCH at the time. Mills & Flitcraft 
represented the plaintiffs, and Kassieur & 
Schnurmacher defended the case. 

The story as told inthe pleadings and evi- 
dence was that about the year 1846 Arnold 
Henry Linstroth and his wife came from 
Germany and settled in St. 

Mrs. Linstroth had some 

from her previous marriage 
defrayed the expenses of emigrating. She 
built on the Market street property when 
they had been here some little time, the 
lower portion being wsed for a blacksmith 
shop, and the family living over 
head, Arnold Linsbroth went to work 
in the shop, being a. Dbilacksmith, 
and Mrs, Linstroth kept boarders to assist. 
The stepsons also worked in the shop, and 
Lydia Bishoff worked out and gave her earn- 
ings to her adopted parents. Thus the 
foundation of the present fortune was laid. 

The utmost good feeling prevailed among 
the family, it appeared, and the property 
was vested in Linstroth. It was averred ana, 
Stated in testimony, however, that the un- 
derstanding was that everything was to go to 
the stepsons and the adopted daughter. 
It did not appear that any deed of adoption 
had been executed in the case of Lydia 
Bischoff, but it was testified that she had been 
told that she would be made a co-hetr. 

LAnstroth neglected to make a will until he 
was taken with his death sickness, when he 
sent fora Notary it was stated, and stated to 
witnesses, it was alleged, that he wished to 
make his will so that none of his prop- 
erty would go to the children of his 
brother, Frank, Before the Notary 
arrived, however, he became unconscious it 
was stated and died without makinga wiil. 
The estate was administered, and but for the 
contest suit would have gone to 
the heirs of Linstroth’s brother. 
Judge Dillon passed on the case very briefly 
as follows:

He Poked It in Officer Steele’s Face 
and Was Slugged 


THE AGITATOR’S ATTEMPT TO DEFEy 
HIS OWN CASE. 


He Finally Calls in an Attorney to Help 
Him Out—Judge Morris Soothes ths 
Irish Patrict’s Feelings With a Fine of 
$5—Conflicting Testimony in Polics 
Court Cases. 


Patrick J. Meledy, the white-headed oj4 
Irish patriot with a record of fourteen years 
ina British prison, appeared before Judge 
Morris to-day with his head bandaged up , 
charge of disturbing the peace having been 
placed against him by Police Officer Day 
Steele. The officer, testified that his atten. 
tion had been attracted to a saloon on Seventy 
and Pine streets by a disturbance last night, 
and that upon going there he found James 
Brophy with a revolver in his hand. He was 
going to arrest Brophy when the latter 
showed him a permit to carry a re. 
volver. Pretty, soon Meledy stepped uptohim 
andaskec himif he didn’t know his duty, 
and why he hadn’t arrested Brophy. Here. 
plied that Brophy bad a permit to carrya 
pistol, Then Meledy got away and pulled 
what he, the witness claimed he supposed at 
the time, was a dangerous weapon, but 
which afterwards proved to be only a paper. 
cap toy pisto!, and stuck it up into his tace 
and said that he could carry a pistol too. 
Witness then struck Meledy on the head with 
hisclub, ‘‘Ifi had known what his pistol 
was I wouldn’t have hit him,’’ said the 
officer, ‘‘but I thought it was a genuine 
pistol, andina case of that kind I takeno 
chances. The hole of the barrel looked pretty 
large as {t was poked up into my face.’’ 

Mr. Meledy interrupted the officer several} 
times ashe was giving his testimony, and 
was very mach excited, seeming to think 
that Steele was ina conspiracy with Brophy 
to send him to prison. ‘*Didn’t you put your 
arms about Brophy’s neck and go intothe 
saloon with him and take a drink with him?” 
asked Meledy of the witness in his cross-ex- 
amination, , 

The officer grinned and shook his head. 
**Suppose he did,’’ satd the Court. ‘That 
doeen’t affect the charge against you?’’ | 
Mr. Meledy thought he wasn’t getting jus. 
tice and asked for a continuance, but wasin. 
formed that he was toolate. He sbould have 
asked for a continuance in the first place if 
he wasn’t ready for trial, 

Mr. Meledy called the officer a Marand Judge 
Morris told the defendant that he would have 
to fine him for contempt of court if he didn’t 
conduct himself peyneey - 

‘*‘Well, he calied me a Iiar last night,” 
retorted Meiedy. 

The defendant asked that attachments be 
issued for half a dozen people whom he 
wanted as witnesses, gut the court wouldn't 
do that and then Meledy took a survey of the 
crowd in the back part of the court-room 
and polnting to one man. said: ‘‘There’s 
John Hickey, he was there,’’ and Mr. Hickey 
answered ck that Mr. Meledy was mis- 
taken, as he was not at the saloon during the 
disturbance. The names of Jobn M. Tierney, 
Phil Dwyer and James sropey were called, 
but none of them responded.

Meledy had not been represented by an 
attorney up to this time, Dut he now ap- 
ealedto Judge Taaffe, sitting near, to come 
ohis assistance, and the Judge did so and 
put himon the witness-stand. Mr. Meledy 
saia that he went to Phil Dwyer’s saloon last 
night tocollect some money from patrons of 
the place, and was insulted and fired out by

1 told him 
that | was goingto getthe drop on lLrophy 
with itand make him apologize for hitting 
me. That's whatItold him, This cowardly 
brute hit me on the head.’’ 

The witness claimed that he was taken to 
the City Dispensary and was Kept waiting 
there an hour before his injuries were at- 
tended to,and thathe must have lost five 
ounces of blood. He hada basket of bloody 
clothes with him which he exhibited tothe 
Court as evidence Of his sufferings at the 
hands of the police. Judge Taaffe took a look 
at the charge a t his clHent and 
then askea that e be discharged on 
the ground tha /charged with dls- 
turbing the peacé of only Officer Steele, and 
that the officer did not arrive until the 
trouble between Meledy and Bropliy was 
over, but the court held that the officer's 
peace might bave been disturbed at a dis- 
tance. 

‘*You ought to iy better sense than to 
carry such a pistol,’’ said Judge Morris to 
the defendant, and he fined him $5 and costs, 
but afterwards stayed the fine, Meledy prom- 
ising not to make any more bluffs with a toy

HOW IT OCCURRED. 


Inquest on the Three Men Killed at 
Rohan’s Factory. 


FOREMAN KEISER WAS DISREGARDING 
HIS OWN INSTRUCTIONS. 


He Had Posted Warnings to Employes 
Not to Stand Underneath the Elevator 
~Testimony of Phil Rohan end a Num- 
ber of His Men—The Inauest Post- 
poned Until To- Morrow. 


The inquest in the Rohan Bros. Manufactur- 
ing Co. elevator accident case, resulting in 
the Killing ofthree men yesterday, began in 
the Coroner’s office at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, Deputy Coroner Chas. E. Meade con- 
ducting the examination ot witnesses. There 
was no jury impaneled for the inquest. 

Philip Rohan, Secretary and Treasurer 
of Rohan Bros. Manufacturing Co... 
was the first witness. lie described 
the accident as it occurred, and 
stated that there had been about twenty 
feet of slack rope from the top pulley before 
the elevator had been started down from the 
second floor, yesterday morning. The break 
in the rope looked as if there had been a 
splice at the place where the rope broke, but 
witness’ did not believe it had been spliced. 
The rope was a three-quarter inch Swedish 
iron rope, and had been purchased from 
Leschin Bros. on Feb. 5, 1891. It was con- 
sidered to be of the best material 
obtainable. Witness could not remem- 
ber that the elevator had ever 
been inspected by the City salevator 
Inspector. Foreman Keiser, one of the men 
killed yesterday, had inspected it several 
times. Theelevator was bullttocarry 4,000 
pounds and witness had once testedit for 
that weight. It had been reconstructed 
some time ago and afterwards iaspected and 
pronounced safe by Foreman Keiser. 
was no regular man incharge of elevator, 
but Foreman Keiser had general charge of it. 

Stephen Dooley, employed at the Rohan 
Bros.’ place, was the next witness. He 
had seen the accident resulting in the 
killing of Keiser, Conn and Duffy. and de- 
scribed tt as already published in the Post- 
DISPATCH. Witness did not remember seeing 
any rules posted up warning men not to 
stand under the elevator, but there were 
rules against riding on the elevator. Jobn 
Rohan had warned witness and others not to 
stand under the elevator. 

DISREGARDED HIS OWN WARNING. 

Jas. Nolan testified that he did not see the 
accident. He wasemployed at Rohan Bros. 
The first he anew ofthe accident was imme- 
Giately following its occurrence. Witness 
testified that the elevator rope was Dought 
about a year ago and was tme best in the 
market. It had been tnspectell by Foreman 
Keiser only last Friday and pronounced in 
thoroughly good order. The @levator moved 
very slowly. Witness said allithe men knew 
it was dangerous to stand under the elevator, 
but did it nevertheless. Strict instructions 
were posted up by Keiser himseif, one of the 
three men killed, to keep off the elevator and |

The Ship Misscuri Carrying Food for the 
Famine- Stricken. 

New YORK, March 15.—Bearing her freight 
of food for famine-stricken Russia, the biis- 
sour! started at noon to-day.

PLANTERS’ HOUSE AND POLYTECHNIC 
LOCATIONS MOST FAVORED. 
} 


A New Option on the Fox Property Se- 
cured and the Decision Deferred—Plans 
for the New Building—Some Official In- 
formation of Much Interest—Agents’ 


Reports. 


Mr. W. H. Thompson, 
Commonwealth Realty Co., organized to 
build the million-dollar hotel, is authority 
for the statement that the option on the Fox 
property, at the northeast corner of Market 
and Eighth streets, a part of one of the sites 
secured for the proposed structure, has been 
extended fifteen days from to-day noon. This 
does not imply that it will require fifteen 
days more before the location Is agreed upon. 


Mr. Thompson said a decision will probably 
be reached withina week. Notimeis to be 
lost, as delay retards the work of preparing 
the plans. A pencil sketch of a ten-story 
facade for the new hotel is on exhibition now 
in Mr. Thompson’s office. The archi- 
tecture somewhat resembles that of 
the Southern Hotel above the sec- 
ond story, all the openings being square,with 
an occasional arched window and circular 
projecting balconies. 

From another: gentleman, a prominent dli- 
rector of the Commonwealth Realty Co., It 
was ascertained that a meeting of that or- 

apnization was held last evening, when a 

allot was taken upog the three sites, 
Planters’ House, Market street and Wash- 
ington avenue, resulting in the iast 
named location being dropped from the 
competitive list. The parties heretofore 
favoring Washington avenue and Tenth 
streets were about evenly divided between 
Market street and the Planters’ House, 
therefore no conclusion was reached.

It is very appar- 
ent that there is nointention onthe part of 
the company to take advantage of anybody, 
property owners or others, in this matter of 
selecitinga stte. Asoneof thedirectors ex- 
pressed it to-day, ‘‘We donot pretend to 
threaten any person, or any sectionof the 
city either. Every one shall have a fair 
chance. Weare goingto invest $1,300,000 to 
$1,400,000 in this enterprise andthe matter of 
location is a most important one. The 
pags ag of a bonus will have a great deal 
to do with influencing a decision’ in the se- 
lection of a place, but it does not neces- 
sarily follow that the site for which the 
largest amount of money is subscribed will 
getthe hotel. Advantages of locations must 
being -equal, 
a choice will be made of the site for which the 
most money has been subscribed. On 
Market street the Masonic Hail is the pivotal 
point. Fromthat structure north we may 
occupy the whole Seventh street frontage, 
building from Market to Chestnut street, tak- 
ing in the Polytechnic site, or we may takethe 
Market street frontage and occupy the south 
half of the biock, between Seventh and 
Eighth streets.’’ 

Mr. Thompson being questioned in regard 
to the action of last night’s meeting in drop- 
ping the Washington avenue site out of the 
competition, said that whHe the statement 
was true in a general sense, he did not con- 
sider that cet ned was entirely out of the 
race. Heexpilained that several prominent 
Washington avenue property Owners were 
out of the city, and for that reason they had 
not been seen with reference to the matter. 
An opportunity would be afforded these par- 
ties to express their wishes. No snap judg- 
ment would be taken on them, 

With reference to a location, it has been 
Suggested that it would be a great advantage 
to the Planters’ House site, if, in addition to 
that property, the wholeof the Chestnut 
street frontage, from Fourth street to Broad- 
Way was utilized forthe construction ofthis 
rand hotel.

Except the late Mr. Riddleberger, the Sen- 
ate has had on its role no babitual drunkard 


since Yates, Saulsbury ahd McDougal were 
members of that body. Soon after the war 
John A. Logan became a hard drinker, but he 
made a glorious profession Of temperance 
and, what was better, had the grit to stick to 
it. About the same time Yates made a like 
profession, but he fell a victim to temptation, 
and when the impeachment trial of Andy 
Johnson was in progress he had to be put in 
charge of a committee to keep him sober 
enough to attena the sessions. Willard Sauls- 
bury was a most able, brilliant and lovable 
man. Aslong as he remained in the Senate 
he was a hopeless inebriate. One day 
during the war he marched into the 
chamber, pulled two revolvers from his 
bosom, laid them on his desk and proceeded 
to denounce the war policy of the Govern- 
ment, After his term expired he returned to 
hishomein Delaware. e was yet a young 
man whose splendid endowments ‘and at- 
tainments were unimpaired. His brother-in- 
law was Governor of the State. Saulsbury 
asked him for the office of Chief Justice of the 


Chancery of Delaware. His kinsman said: 
/ **If you will sign a pledge to resign the office 
the moment you take the first drink I will ap- 

oint you.’’ It was done, and since 1873 
Villard Saulsbury has been one of the ablest 
and purest and soberest judges in the coun- 
ttry.

BLEACHING HORSES, 


New and Ingenious Method of Getting 
Away With Stolen Steeds. 


At Batesville, Ark., a recent shooting 
affray brought into notice a woman known 
as *‘*Sorrel Sue.’’

It was. believed 
she belonged to a gang who stole horses, 
says the Spokane Spokesman.

These he reportedto Sheriff Timcoe, who, 
with a posse, managed to surround the den 
of horse-thieves, capturing Sue and twoof 
her gang. He found that Sue had applied the 
means of bleaching her own hair to that of 
her horses. When the posse entered they 
found a horse; enveloped in a jacket made of 
rubber coats, being treated to a sulphur 
vapor bath.

After its color was 
changed and its mane and tall trimmed, the 
disguise became so pronounced that without 
any great risk the animal could be taken in 
mg be a through the very district from which 
it had been stolen. It was Sue’s business to 
not only superintend the bleaching, but also 
to ride the animal out of the country.

fant daughter, thea Lady Alexandra 
Duff, always supposing that a son was not 
born to herin the mean time. In tbat case 
the son would naturally take precedence. We 
might then (and the possibility is by no 
means remote) witness the curious sight of a 
Marquess of Macduff stepping direct from the 
Guards, or the benches of the House of Com- 
mons, to the throne. So surprising is the 
ignorance of many people on this subject 
that there is even a notion that, falling 
Prince George, the Duke of Edingbursh 
would succeed to the throne. But 


there are six lives between the Duke of 


Edinburgh and “the crown of England. In 
view of present interest in the succession,the 
folowing complete list of every possible heir 
to the throne claiming through George III. 
may be useful. There are other heirs descend- 
ing from earlier monarchs of the house of 
Brunswick, but they areso exceedingly re- 
mote that itis net worth while to trace them. 

There are certain personages in the list 
who would obviously, from motives of 
public policy, . never be allowed to _ suc- 
ceed—e. g., the German Emperor; but for- 
eign nationalty or the possession of 
a foreign crown does not of itself 
vitiate their right. Parliament could, and in 
case of the throne passing to a foreign sov- 
ereign, undoubtedly would, bar their claim, 
gave, perhaps,in the case of the Duke of Edin- 
burgh. That prince will, in the course of na- 
ture, be Grand Duke of Saxe-Coburg, and in 
the lamentable and highly improbable case of 
a failure of allthe Queen’s more immediate 
heirs he would have to choose between Coburg 
and Engiand. The Prince of Wales, it will be 
remembered, became. upon his father’s 
death heir presumptive to the duchy 
of Coburg; but to avoid the inconven- 
ience ofa potential British monarch being 
also the heir of a Continental reigning sov- 


ereign, he renounced his rights in Coburg in 


favor of his next brother. It is sometimes 
said that such and such a female member of 
the royal family has ‘‘renounced’’ her right 
Upon that wecan only say 
that neither the act of settlement, under 
which the crown devolves, nor any other act, 
makes any provision for renunciation upon 
It willl be observed

Startling Statistics Which Call Attention 
Onee More to the Problems of Poverty.

The latest statistics tell us that out of Lon- 
don’s four to five millions of people, more 
than three hundred thousand earn less than 
three shillingsaday per mily.

TRREGULAR TRADES. 


Can They Be Prevented by the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange? 


AN EFFORT TO SUPPRESS THE COMMER- 
IAL BOARD. 


Important Action Taken by the Board of 
Directors—Outside Traders Declare 
That an Important Rule Has No Legal 
Force—The Power of the Exchange to 
Fine Questioned. 


The question of putting a s30p to irregular 
trading is one that promises to result in one 
or more lawsuits between the Merchants’ 
Exchange and some of its members if any 
attempt is made td entorce therules. Fora 
long time past irregular trading, which 
means trading outside of the established 
hours and in other places than the floor of 
the Exchange, has been going on in the 
most open manner, without any at- 
tempt to enforce the rules prohibiting. 
Ata meeting of the directors held yesterday 
the question of enforcing the rules was 
broughtup. This step was taken in conse- 
quence of news received from Washington, 
and also to put the Sst. Louls Merchants’ Ex- 
change in Une with those of Chicagoand 
New York, which have adopted strict rules 
against outside trading. 

IRREGULAR TRADING. 

The news from Washington is to the effect 
that if the irregular trading can be stopped 
the Hatch bill will probably fail to pass. 
It was ordered that the rule 
prohibiting trading be strictly enforced, 
but it was soon discovered that there was a 
serious question whether the rule was of any 
value atall. By ita penalty is prescribed for 
congregating for trading purposes outside of 
the Exchange. This penalty is a fine. But 
in the well-known Albers case it was held by 
the Court that the Merchants’ Exchange bad 
no righ¢ to suspend for the non-payment of a 
fine, or in any way force its collection. Some 
of the directors held that the decision in the 
Albers case did not cover the rule in regard 
to irregular trading, but others were of a 
contrary opinion, and it was decided to re- 
sortto negotiations. A committee consisting 
of Vice-President W. T. Anderson and T. C. 
Taylor was appointed to consult with the 
members of the Commercial Board, and en- 
deavor to secure their consent toa suspension 
of trading after the regular hours. The

THE DISPUTED RULE. 

The rule prohibiting irregular trading is 
strict enough, ifitcan only beenforced. It 
isas follows:

and any member who shall make any trade or con- 
tract in the manner herein prohibited, 
deemed to have violated this ruie, and he may there- 
for be ned in a sum pot exceeding $5 
for the first offense, and not exceeding $50 
for each subsequent offense, and shail stand sus- 
a mga from all privileges of membership until such 

ne or fines shall have Deen paid and until he shall 
have beeu reinstated upon his application. At the 
time of imp sing such fine he s be subject to 
such additiona! disciptine, as “Dy the rales 
ofthe Exchange. other than by fine, as the Board of 
Directors may determine to inflict. 

Where the trouble arises is in the nalty. 
Ifany fine is imposed certain members de- 
clare that they will carry the matter at once 
But no penalty except a

AN ARTISTIC SWINDLE.

Shortly after 
its installation an Italian sculptor turned up 
who declared himself to be the artist of the 
bust In question. The affair was hushed up 
through the intervention of the Princess 
Mathilde, and this doubtful work of art sti 
adorns the sculpture gallery of the Louvre, 
When late in his career a very vigorous de. 
gree of protestation was called forth by hig 

sending around to his friends some of tne 
sized pictures by the old 
masters which belonged to the Louvre. At 
one time he Bog sop me the managers of the 
Imperial Club to borrow for the decoration of 
their reception rooms onthe occasion of q 
grand entertainment that they were about to 
give, twenty paintings chosen from the mas. 
terpleces of that glorious llery. That ac. 
tion was found to be a decided extension of 
the gentleman’s prerogative as superintend. 
ent of the public galleries, and sucha storm 
was raised about his earsthat the pictureg 
were sent back forthwith. 

Since the establishment of the Republic 
Count de Nieuwerkerke has lived in retire. 
ment On an estate which he possessed in 
Italy. He wasin his prime avery handsome 
man, and despite his age he preserved much 
of his personai comeliness to the last. Hig 
figure was fine, his bearing dignified and im. 
Board’ and his rofuse locks and ample 

ard, both ofa silvery whiteness, lent great 
picturesqueness to his aspect. AS an artist 
he did not amount to much, though the in. 
fluence and protection of Napoleon III caused 
the purchase of several of his larger works 
forthe decoration of public places in the 
chief citiesof France. His best productions 
are an equestrian statue of his friend and 
atron, the Emperor, and a bust of the 
rincess Murat. e was exceedingly kind to 
the a of France, and delighted in 
calling the attention of the sovereign toall 
those that manifested any striking degree of 
talent.
